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County Groups Seek to Change 
Manner of Voting in Greenbelt 


The second community forum 
on proposals for reforming the 
process for electing Greenbelt 
City Council members was held 
on Monday, August 18 for what 
was essentially a repetition of the 
lively and energetic community 
discussion of the earlier forum. 
The issue was first raised by a 
February 28, joint letter to the 
Greenbelt City Council from the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
of Maryland (ACLU-MD) and the 
Prince George’s County Branch of 
the National Association of Col- 
ored People (PG-NAACP). 

In the February letter the two 
organizations’ letters registered 
concerns about the city’s munici- 
pal election system and stated a 
need for its reformation to make 
it fair, inclusive and more repre- 
sentative of Greenbelt’s racially 
diverse citizenry. Citing 2000 
U.S. Census data for Greenbelt, 
the organizations noted that Af- 
rican Americans comprised over 
41 percent of Greenbelt’s overall 
population and nearly 38 percent 
of its voting age population.

Counting an estimated 13 per- 
cent Asian population and just 
under 6 percent Latinos, the letter 
noted that Greenbelt’s voting age 
population is at least 56.5 per- 
cent minority. The organizations 
were troubled that the elected 
city council remains an all white 
body. They recommended that the 
city consider changing its election 
system. 

The letter also cited several le- 
gal precedents where at-large elec- 
tion systems like Greenbelt’s have 
been found to thwart full partici- 
pation in the electoral process by 
minority voters and candidates, 
thus running afoul of the 1973 
Voting Rights Act. The letter, 
however, stated that the preference 
of the two organizations would 
be not to challenge Greenbelt’s 
system in court but rather to work 
with the city council to reform 
the system. In the letter the or- 
ganizations set out various reform 
options. One suggestion was to 
establish single-member districts 
within which candidates would 
have to reside in order to run and 


be elected. 

Also noted were other options, 
such as cumulative voting or pref- 
erence voting, that would achieve 
compliance with the Voting Rights 
Act while retaining the at-large 
election structure. 

Following receipt of the letter, 
the city staff, council arranged 
for the two organizations to hold 
sponsoring community meetings to 
provide information and seek citi- 
zen discussion on the topic. The 
third forum is tentatively sched- 
uled for October 1, at a location 
in Greenbelt West. 

PG-NAACP Position 

Leading off the discussion was 
June White Dillard, president of 
the PG-NAACP, who stated her 
organization’s case for an alterna- 
tive voting system for electing 
Greenbelt City Councilmembers. 
She reiterated census data for 
Greenbelt’s African American pop- 
ulation, along with the fact that, 
in its history, only two African 
American candidates have filed

Residents Turn Out for Second 
Hearing on Election Process 


The Greenbelt City Council 
and much of its staff gathered 
with Deborah Jeon, legal direc- 
tor of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union (ACLU-MD); June 
White Dillard, director of the 
Prince George’s County branch 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People (PG-NAACP) and nearly 
50 Greenbelt residents to discuss 
possible changes to the municipal 
election process. The Monday, 
August 18 meeting was held in 
the Greenbriar Community room 
in Greenbelt East. 

This was the second such 
meeting in response to a February 
letter from the PG-NAACP and 
ACLU-MD suggesting that the 
city’s voting ordinance violates 
the Voting Rights Act of 1964. 

The first meeting, held in the 
council chambers of the Munici- 
pal Building in Historic Green- 
belt, had a significantly larger 
turnout — nearly twice as many 
people. Nevertheless, more non- 
white minorities attended the 
meeting in Greenbelt East. 

Mayor Judith Davis opened 
Monday’s meeting by thanking 
Greenbriar for hosting the meet- 
ing and introducing the city staff. 
As in the first worksession on 
electoral reform, Davis said that 
council was gathering information 
and that councilmembers would 
not answer questions or attempt 
to reach any decisions during the

meeting. 

She said there would be pre- 
sentations by Jeon, Dillard and 
also by Amy Ngai, who arrived at 
the meeting late. (Ngai was the 
spokesperson for fair vote.) These 
presentations would be followed 
by comments and questions. 

Dillard Speaks 

June White Dillard began the 
presentation by pointing out that 
while Greenbelt began as “a one- 
race community due to restric- 
tive covenants,” it is estimated 
now to be over 50 percent black. 
She said Greenbelt has 25,000 
residents and that a candidate in 
an at-large system must win a 
majority of all of these votes to 
attain office. 

“It 1s easier to win,” Dillard 
said, “if you only have to reach 
4,000 to 5,000,” as would be the 
case if the city adopted a single 
member district system dividing 
the city into a number of dis- 
tricts, with a representative on 
council. 

Dillard used the number of 
terms held by the present mem- 
bers of council to prove that 
councilmembers have “solid con- 
stituencies.” She then claimed 
that these constituencies equaled 
block voting. 

Even though Councilmember 
Konrad Herling has not been 
on council long, Dillard implied 
that he was a beneficiary of such 
block voting because his parents 


brought him to the city as a child 
and because he has been “active 
in the city for a long time.” She 
said she has learned that only 
two African Americans have run 
for city council in the history of 
Greenbelt. 
Jeon Speaks 

Jeon stated that “beyond spe- 
cific structural reforms... I 
think the most suprising thing 
is the level of disengagement 
among folks new to the com- 
munity. What you see when 
you look at the statistics is many 
newer residents, many of whom 
are minorities, haven’t become 
involved in city elections.” 

Jeon pointed out that “for mu- 
nicipal elections here in Green- 
belt East, turnout is only 12 per- 
cent, in Springhill Lake only 2 
percent.” She described this as 
“shocking by any measure.” 

Throughout the night, Jeon 
suggested that the city should 
“couple the municipal election 
dates with federal and state elec- 
tions.” She believed this change 
would increase turn-out on a 
long-term basis. 

Amy Ngai stressed she was 
present to “serve as a resource” 
and to “focus on proportional 
representation and choice voting 
in particular.” Despite the tech- 
nical assistance of City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin and Deputy

Police Review Overpass 
Crimes, Cameras to Come

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment facilitated a community 
forum on Tuesday, August 19 at 
7 p.m. in the Community Center 
on crime near the Spellman Over- 
pass, the pedestrian overpass that 
bridges the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway, connecting Gardenway 
in the Center City with the 7700 
block of Hanover Parkway and 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
About 30 residents, the Public 
Safety Advisory Committee and 
city council members attended. 

Silke Pope, chair of the Pub- 
lic Safety Advsory Committee, 
reminded the audience of the 
two prior meetings on the sub- 
ject. They resulted in crime data 
studies by the city and Police 
Department. 

Captain Thomas Kemp, the 
Special Operations Manager 


(Chief James Craze was dealing 
with a family emergency) said 
that police interest “spiked last 
June with a particularly serious 
crime against a resident” and 
as a result the department “put 
together programs and resources 
unprecedented in 23 years.” 

Kemp cautioned that the 
“numbers up here will be small 
compared to other parts of the 
city,” but said “there is a face” 
behind every number. “It makes 
us mad,” he said. “If it is only 
five or six, it is five or six too 
many.” 

Cameras and Phones 

That afternoon, he said, 
McLaughlin told him that Com- 
cast had finished with the infra- 
structure that would allow the

City Notes 

Planning staff met with Petrie 
Ross and Washington Metropoli- 
tan Area Transit Authority rep- 
resentatives to discuss Greenbelt 
Station Core development.

city to get cameras for monitor- 
ing at all hours and emergency 
phones installed at the overpass. 

A study centered on Roosevelt 
Center, Spellman Overpass and 
the 7700 block of Hanover Park- 
way showed that there was “a 
spike in crime between 3 and 9 
p.m. with the most active hours 
being 3 to 5 p.m.” Roosevelt 
Center was the main site, fol- 
lowed by the 7700 block of Ha- 
nover Parkway. Kemp explained 
that the data included nonviolent 
crimes such as open alcohol con- 
tainers and small amounts of 
marijuana. The study reported 37 
thefts on Centerway in the past 
18 months. 

ERHS Factors 

The report concluded that 
“there is insufficient data in this 
set to draw a conclusion as to a 
pattern of crime involving stu- 
dents from Eleanor Roosevelt 
High school,” while acknowledg- 
ing that there “appears to indicate 
that there is some increase in 
crime in the hours immediately 
following the end of the school 
day.” 

The study further concluded 
that “there was a sharp reduction 
in reported incidents” after the 
“department implemented several 
initiatives to reduce problems.” 

The initial presentation was 
followed by public questions. 
Gardenway resident Andy Ca- 
ruthers asked what percentage 
of arrests in the studied areas 
were juveniles. Though he did 
not have the exact figures, Kemp 
answered, “if you’re talking about 
juveniles under 18, a majority.” 
Carruthers also asked if there 


was an increase in crimes com- 
mitted by multiple perpetrators. 
Kemp said that “it is my sense 
that I am seeing more instances 
of three or more being involved 
in these.” 

Kemp added that attacks by 
multiple individuals are easier to 
investigate because of the larger 
number of perpetrators. 

Current Action Plan 

Lieutenant David Buerger 
explained the current action plan 
responsible for the “sharp re- 
duction in crime.” The plan 
included continued police pres- 
ence; proper maintenance; edu- 
cation and outreach; emergency 
call boxes and security cameras; 
and improved lighting. Buerger 
highlighted the cooperation of 
the Bike Unit, School Resource 
Officers (SRO) and canine of- 
ficers in patrolling the areas 
surrounding the overpass. As 
well, Buerger stated that the 
department periodically holds 
squad level roll-calls at the site. 
Buerger, who was one of the 
first SROs in the state, said these 
officers “are best placed to be 
at the overpass before and after 
school” because they know the 
students. 

Buerger stressed that citizens 
are the best eyes and ears for 
the police department and urged 
citizens not to hesitate to call 
the police, using the local police 
number 301-474-7200 instead of 
911. He cautioned, however, that 
“Just because you see a group of 
kids hanging around in baggy 
clothes does not mean they are 
criminals. There are a lot of 
good kids.”

to run for office in Greenbelt and 
neither was elected. 

She then noted the number 
of terms (ranging from 3 to 12) 
the current councilmembers have 
served, saying that so-called block 
voting exists in Greenbelt and that 
minority candidates would have a 
better chance for success if they 
could run from smaller election 
districts rather than at-large, re- 
quiring a majority vote from the 
entire electorate. Dillard noted 
that preference voting would also 
benefit minority candidates. 

Deborah A. Jeon, legal director 
for the ACLU-MD, indicated sur- 
prise at the level of disengagement 
of citizens new to the Greenbelt 
community. She suggested that 
more than structural reform of the 
election system is needed. 

She cited the fact that there 
was significantly lower voter reg- 
istration in the Springhill Lake 
(SHL) development (now known 
as Emperian Village). She also 
noted the disparity in SHL voter 
Precinct 8 turnout between mu- 
nicipal and State/Federal elections 
where, in the last election cycle, 
only a two percent turnout in the 
2007 municipal election contrasted 
with a 69 percent turnout in the 
2004 presidential election. 

The SHL turnout for the 2006 
mid-term elections for state/county 
offices was less than the presiden- 
tial vote but decidedly more than 
that of the Greenbelt Municipal 
election in 2007. 

Based on that analysis, Jeon 
suggested that scheduling the 
Greenbelt City Council elections at 
the same time (even years) as the 
federal and state/county elections 
could increase the voter turnout in 
the SHL precinct. 

FairVote View 

The third speaker on the pro- 
gram was Amy Ngai from an 
organization known as FairVote, 
based in Takoma Park. FairVote is 
a resource for the electoral reforms 
in question. Ngai had intended to 
provide a presentation describing 
alternative at-large election sys- 
tems focusing on FairVote’s choice 
voting system they recommend for 
reform of Greenbelt’s elections. 
Unfortunately her laptop computer 
could not communicate success- 
fully with the available projector 
and her oral presentation was not 
optimum for audience understand- 
ing of the subject. 

At-large election procedures, 
as currently provided for in 
Greenbelt’s Charter, are winner- 
take-all systems where voters are 
asked to fill a certain number of 
seats on a governing body by 
voting for as many candidates on 
the ballot as there are seats to be 
filled. As many registered voters 
in Greenbelt know, this at-large 
system as practiced in Greenbelt 
already contains a “choice” fea- 
ture, in that any voter may vote 
for one, two, three, four or the 
maximum five candidates of their 
choice. 

Informally known as “bullet” 
voting, the process can maximize a 
voter’s support for a particular can- 
didate voting taking potential votes 
away from other candidates. 

According to FairVote, the 
most common structural reform 
to increase racial fairness in an 
election system is the change to 
single member districts. She said 
that drawing such districts allows 
minority residents to make up a 
majority in at least one of the cre- 
ated districts. 

Hybrid Systems 

An alternative approach is the 
change to what is called a hybrid 
at-large- single member district sys- 


tem. Here the electorate votes for 
some at-large seats and for a seat 
in their particular district. 

FairVote notes that this change 
is usually accompanied by an in- 
crease in the size of the elected 
council. In Greenbelt’s case Fair- 
Vote suggests expanding the Green- 
belt Council to six or seven mem- 
bers, with four or five elected from 
districts and the others at-large. 

FairVote describes several al- 
ternative at-large election systems 
that use special voting rules de- 
signed to enhance the ability of 
minority voters to gain represen- 
tation. The three such alternative 
systems used in the U.S. are lim- 
ited voting, cumulative voting and 
choice voting. For each of these 
systems, a mathematical formula 
is employed to delineate a mini- 
mum percentage of the electorate 
as a “politically cohesive minority 
group” that is needed in order to 
assure the election of at least one 
candidate of choice. 

Limited Voting: In a limited 
voting system, a voter casts one 
vote per candidate to fill a number 
of seats but the total number of 
votes a voter may cast is less than 
the total number of seats to be 
filled. The limitation is designed 
to prevent a majority ticket from 
making a clean sweep of all avail- 
able seats. 

Cumulative Voting: In a cumu- 
lative voting system, voters have a 
given number of votes they can 
distribute among the candidates any 
way they wish. Somewhat like 
the informal system allowed by 
Greenbelt’s current charter, under 
this system the voter can spread 
five votes among five candidates 
or could “plump” all five votes for 
one candidate for whom they have 
a strong preference or the votes 
could be divided among the voters’ 
two or three top preferences. 

Choice Voting 

Choice Voting: For choice 
voting (also known as prefer- 
ence-voting) the voter ranks the 
candidates as “1,” “2,” etc., for 
as many candidates as they wish. 
The votes once cast are counted in 
a series of rounds. 

In the first round candidates 
netting more than a certain num- 
ber of first-choice votes win a 
seat. Their excess votes (those 
received above the minimum) 
are reassigned to other candidates 
based on those candidates’ second- 
choice selections. In the second 
round, any candidates above the 
minimum quota of first choice 
votes after reassignment are then 
elected. If, in that round, insuf- 
ficient additional candidates make 
the cut, the lowest vote-getter is 
disqualified and that candidates’ 
votes are reassigned on the same 
second-vote basis. 

The process of electing and 
disqualifying candidates and reas- 
signing their votes is continued 
through as many rounds as nec- 
essary to fill all available seats. 
FairVote favors choice voting over 
any other proposed system for the 
City of Greenbelt. 

At the end of the presentations 
by the ACLU-MD, PG-NAACP 
and FairVote, councilmembers 
asked questions of the present- 
ers, focusing primarily on specific 
educational or information efforts 
being made by the groups to in- 
crease voter participation, voter 
registration and citizenship respon- 
sibilities. 

At approximately 8:45 p.m., 
the floor was opened for com- 
ments from citizens and there 
were enough speakers to continue 
a lively and very focused discus- 
sion until nearly 10:30 p.m. 
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City Manager David Moran, Ngai 
was unable to show her presenta- 
tion on proportional voting, a 
system in which voters are able 
to rank candidates according to 
their preference. Ngai said this 
system “helps eliminate wasted 
votes” and “allows you to vote 
your conscience.” 

After Ngai spoke Dillard took 
the microphone again to mention 
other communities, such as Bowie, 
that had adopted districts and 
hence elected their first African 
Americans to council. 

After these presentations, coun- 
cil had time to ask questions. 
Mayor Davis asked the organiza- 
tions to provide council with more 
comparative data, detailing the 
differences in voter turn-out for 
municipalities that hold elections 
in even years so they are synchro- 
nized with state and national elec- 
tions. Jeon said the ACLU would 
provide the information. 

Citizen Comments 

A single microphone was 
passed down the long line of par- 
ticipants. Davis noted that there 
was only one microphone. When 
she called speaker names off of 
the sign-up sheet, she said, they 
should approach the front of the 
room. 

The first speaker, Jeanette 
Gordy of Greenbriar, joked that 
“there’s only one mike because 
it’s all we can afford.” 

Gordy, one of the two African 
Americans who have run for city 
council, said that she moved to 
Greenbelt in 1975 and ran for 
council “four or five years later.” 


She said, “There were six white 
men and me and I came in sixth.” 
She did not attribute her failure to 
win a seat on council to her race 
but rather to her job as a school 
teacher, which made it difficult 
to run. 

Gordy said, “My concern is 
that people don’t get off their roy- 
al behinds. By going to meetings 
I got what I wanted and found out 
I had power as a citizen.” 

Ann Oliver, the second speaker 
and also an African American, 
said she had been a resident of 
Greenbelt since 1971, living first 
in Springhill Lake and now in 
Greenbriar. “I’m getting from 
you,” Oliver said, “that if we 
change the system, minorities will 
become councilmembers.” She 
continued, “I’m resisting the idea 
that Greenbelt is oppressive to 
minorities. I’ve always felt repre- 
sented and that I had a choice.” 

She said further that Greenbelt 
is a “very well run city. We need 
to find a way to get people in- 
volved.” She challenged all three 
organizations, questioned why 
“you have not been here before.” 

Ngai and Dillard each respond- 
ed to Oliver at length, each restat- 
ing her organization’s original 
case. 

Districts Support 

The next two speakers, Martha 
Heil and James Reardon, both 
from Plateau Place in Old Green- 
belt, supported single-member 
districts. Heil said that in this 
system “you must send someone 
to council from your district... 
where people drive out the same 
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driveways, hear the same noises 
at night.” 

Though she supported districts, 
Heil said she was also pained to 
“look at a council that has served 
me well and know that two or 
three of them will not be here 
anymore.” 

Reardon said he had lived “in 
Prince George’s County all of my 
adult life.’ He reported that he 
loved “the incredible diversity” in 
the county. He said that “the sys- 
tem we have now 1s not working. 
Districting is not unfair. Why not 
change to it?” 

Melissa Heinz-Rodriguez said 
that “there has been a lot of talk 
about representation in Springhill 
Lake” where she lives. “But,” she 
continued, “it is not a situation 
where there is not representation 
but where there is no interest. 

“Those who vote are pleased 
with council,” she said. “But how 
do we communicate that interest 
to minorities in the community?” 
she asked. Heinz-Rodriguez 
echoed Oliver as she contin- 
ued, addressing Dillard, Jeon and 
Ngai: “I have not seen you in 
our community and our schools,” 
she said. 

Many of Monday night’s 
speakers had addressed the 
June 30 meeting in Center City, 
prompting Sylvia Lewis to sug- 
gest that at the third meeting, 
people who have spoken at the 
previous meetings be limited to 
two minutes. That meeting will 
occur at an as-yet-to-be-deter- 
mined location in Greenbelt West 
on October 1.
